tary point of view, than a proper 
system of sewerage. <A large city, 
without such a system, is in constant 
danger of a sweeping epidemic. Foul 
sewers, staznant pools of water and 
sccumulation of filth and garbage, 
Cleating disease, are like so many as- 
sassins that strike their victims un- 
awares, and rob them of life witbout a 
note of warning. 

I am not for or against any particular 
aystem of sewerage in’ Los Angeles. 
What we want is thorough sewerage, 
end this can only be obtained under 
the direction of a competent engineer 
whom we can hold strictly responsible 
for the result. Two of the principal 
points to be considered are economy, 
and the proper protection 
of the health of the people. 
A great deal can be said pro and con 
in regard to the West system. 
might be said that the principal ob- 
jection to it is that it has not been 
adopted by the cities and tuwns in the 
East or generally indorsed by sanita- 
rians, although known since 1883, and 
“The Sanitary Era,’’ last spring, 12 
speaking of the West filtering system, 
aiter stating that it had some merits, 
said: “It isa modification of the Eng- 
lish filter-bed system,” and ‘although 
a gieat improvement over some meth- 
ods used in Evgland, it falls far short 
of the American system now adopted 
by our progressive cities, both in ef- 
ficiency and economy.’’. It then says 
“there are some foolish and dis- 
ingenuous pretensions that we are 
sorry to see in the West circular, boo 
illogical to call for refutation.” 

I should like to see the West system 
tried in Pasadena or some other city, 
but speaking for Los Angeles, as aD 
old estizen, I should not like to see any 
expensive experiments made at the 
cost of the tax-payers. During the 
time that the city of J.os Angeles has 
been discussing iha subject of sewer- 
age, and paying thousands of dollars 
ip the past fifteen or sixteen years to 
different engineers for furnishing re- 
ports and plans for a sewer system, 
San Diego and other California towas 
and cities have perfected and carried 
out satisfactory sewer systems, and 
why it is that a comprehensive and 
perfect plan cannot be devised for this 
city kas always been a mystery to 
many of her citizens who are vitally 
interested in her. sanitary condition. 
Whatever ey is adopted, a complete 
map should be made ef the whole line 
of sewer pipe, (and not only of the 
sewers, but also of the water and gas 
pipes), so that the line may be traced 
and repairs made, or defects rem- 
edied, without the necessity of dig- 
ging all over the ground at hap-hazard. 

lt 1 desired to go exhaustively into 
the subject of sewage disposal I could 
write columns. We all know that our 
municipal authorities are anxious to 
do what is right, and to do the best 
they can, but they are not well versed 
in sanitary matters, and itis but right 
and proper that they should thoroughly 
investigate this matter for those they 
represent before acting. It has been 
said by many competent engineers in 
our midst that if half the money that 
has been needlessly expended in this 
city in the last few years had been put 
under the ground we would now have 
many more miles of sewers than we 


can claim at present. One thing is; 


very evident—we must avoid all un- 
necessary outlay, such as expensive 
pumping machinery or tunneling, as 
the natura! fall of the ground toward 
the ocean obviates the need for any 
such works, and we should build our 
sewers only as fast as actually de- 
manded, so as not to burden the peo- 
ple with unnecessary taxes. What is 
wanted iv all public works of this char- 
acteris to adopt some system and 
gradually enlarge it from year to yea 
as the city grows. | 
I do not now allude to the use of 
sewage as a fertilizer. It can be so 
used, but it must be done: intelligently 
and scientifically, and we should have 
an outfall sewer running to the ocean 
that could be used in case this irriga- 
tion should prove a failure. The mu- 
nicipal authorities of Los Angeles 
should have the sewerage system under 
their own control, so in case it should 
create a nuisance it could be at once 
abated by chem, if within the city 
hmits, or by the covnty autherities if 
outside; whereas, if it were controlled 
by any private company or corporation 
it is liable to abuse. It has been truly 
said that ‘‘sanitarians, as an abstract 
principle, do not think it well that the 
sewering of atown or city should be 
consigned to a corporation organized 
only for profit.” SANITARIAN.

In this issue we publish a communi- 


from another correspondent. on. 


the subject of the proposed West sewer 
system. 

As already remarked, Tne Trmgs is 
not prejudiced, either for or against 
any particular system. Neither is our 


correspondent, but he adduces many 


ideas in regard to the system under 
discussion, which should lead the City 
Fathers to go very slow ’ere they com- 
mit the city to that mode of disposing 
of our sewage. Our correspondent 
shows that one of. the leading sanitary 
journals of the country has expressed 
an unfavorable opinion on this system. 
Iie expresses the feelings of many 
when he wonders how it is that a com- 
prehensive and perfect system has not 
yet been devised for this city. It is 
known that the physical difficulties in 
the way of the establishment of such a 
system are triiling compared with 
those which have been successfully 
overcome in cities less wealthy than 
ours. Enough money has been ex- 
pended here in ill-judged work to 
almost pay for a sewer system. It is 
dificult to see why any pumping 
should be necessary when the natural 
fall of the ground from Los Angeles 
toward the ocean is quite sufficient. 
Another very doubtful step, in our 
opinion, is the giving of so important a 
system into private hands. Many cit- 
izens whose views are entitled to great 
weight are strongly of the opinion that 
the municipality should own = such 
works, and derive any income that 
may accrue from them, besides having 
the power-to immediately abate any 
nuisance which may arise in their 
operation, without the necessity of re- 
sorting to tedious, vexatious and ex- 
pensive litigation. A sewer system is: 
of greater importance to the citizens at 
large than roads and parks. 

_ We would again express the hope 
that the City Council will approach 
this most important subject with 
minds free from all bias, and a deter- 
mination to choose the very best sys- 
tem which is attainable; a system that 
shall not be intended for a_ short 
period, but for permanent use by a 
large city, such as Los Angeles will 
soon be. There is no question that the 
sewer system is now the most vital one 
which we have to solve. The new 
Council can make a good beginning by 
bringing it to a satisfactory issue. 


In Union Is Strength. 


We take no risk in asserting that a 
large majority of the citizens of Los 
Angeles, regardless of party, are will- 
ing to give the newly-elected City 
Council the full benefit of good mo- 
tives and intentions, and anxious to 
see them make a good record and give 
us a clean, upright municipal govern- 
ment. Sensible Republicans are not 
strong partisans in municipal affairs, 
any more than in the choice of their 
employes or associates. Of + course, 
when It comes toan even choice, they 
would prefer men of their own political 
faith, but this does not prevent them 
from giving credit where credif is due, 
and esteeming good political govern- 
ment above strict party lines. The 
Democratic members of the Council, 
who arein the majority, have there- 
fore an excellent chance to do good, 
effective work, and make a record 
for themselves of which both they 
and their party may be proud.

UNDER DECEMBER SKIES. 


A Trip to Whittier with a New Ar- 

rival from the Fast. | 
what is so rare asa day in —— De 
’cember in sunny, tropical Southern Cali- 
fornia? A trip into the country now is a 
joy indeed. The early rains have washed 
the dust from the foliage, and touched to 
life again the sun-brown hills, clothing 
them with a soft, green verdure. 

Then, too, if one is accompanied by a 
newly-arrived representative of the frozen 
region beyond the Rockies, itadds a keen 
zest to the enjoyment to listen to the rapt- 
urous exciamations and varied expressions 
of surprise and delight from the eastern 
novice, 

Bent on a pleasure excursion, Marge 
and I boarded the train at Commercial- 
street depot the other morning, and were 
soon speeding away, out into the cool, 


life and noisy turmoil of city streets. 

Margery’s éyes grew big with wonder.as 
she gazed on the orange groves ding 
with their weight of golden ray on hedge 
rows of calla lilies just unfolding their 
waxen blossoms to the sun, and on flower 
gardens bright with their wealth of roses 
and fragrant heliotrope, It was all so new 
and so wonderful—in December, too—and 
the sun sbone so bright and warm, while 
the meadowlarks sang gaily and the mock- 
ingbird trilled blitne and merry from his 
perch in the over-arching trees. 

Old Baldy looked grimly down upon the 
Smiling sunlit valley, and his hoary head 


gave a hint ot what might be transpiring on 


the other side of the mountains, where that 
meddlesome feilow, Jack Frost, had been 
busy playing his pranks, 

‘Lhe train sped on and halted a moment at 
Studebaker. Margery looks out of the 
window with a puzzled air and innocently 
queries: ‘But where’s the town? I don’t 
see any houses; nothing but a great lot of 
white it a 
cemetery?” ‘No, dear,” lL answer, “it isa 
townsite, and those stakes mark off the 
lots, you see. Thisis a railroad junction, 
and, in time, will probably be an import- 
ant shipping point.’’ 

Gazing respectfully at the dim outlines of 
wide avenues leading to imaginary public 
buildings and parks, and at the immense 
sign-board that announces in flaming letters 
the name of this prospective city, Margery 
accepts my explanation and relapses into 
silence, 

branching off here the train steams rap- 
idly away toward the foothills to Whittier— 
the Quaker town—which lies basking in the 
sunshine, and looks in the distance like a 
lot of little block houses against its back- 
ground of lofty mountains, 

AS we approach the town its buildings in- 
crease iu size proportionately, This being 
the terminus of the railroad, we step to the 
platform, and, joining our waiting friends, 
set off for a drive. Bowling along over the 
smooth road we pass round the curve of low 
hills and reach a point where the whole San 
Gabriel Vailey lies before us like a vast 
panoramic hall. Pasadena, mid her orange 
groves, sits like a queen at the head,crowned 
by the stately Raymond, perched on its ter- 
raced height, while the ‘fertile vale, dotted 
with its thriving villages and fruitful 
orchards, slopes away to the east, till it is 
lost in a mist of purple haze. . 

‘Turning our eyes in an opposite direc- 
tion, we gaze over a width of landscape 
that sweeps away to the sea, 16 miles dis- 
tant, and discern a shadowy outline of 
Catalina’s heights, ong like dim cathe- 
dral spires veiled by the half-lifted cloud of 


fog. 

Before us, beyond the interlying mea- 
dows, the winding San Gabriel and the 
broad, level piains, gleam the spires and 
roots of the City of Angels. 

Passing on, down through the rich Los 
Nietos Vailey, with its productive vine- 
yards, its wide fields of green alfalfa, its 
oravge-laden orchards and its _ fertile 
rabchos, where the farmer is busy with 
his plow, we reach Santa Fé Springs, and 
drive up the shaded avenue to the hotel, 
with its hospitable porches, pretty grounds 
and strong odor of sulphur-water. We test 
the famous specific—one sip of which is 
quite sufficient for the uninitiated, indeed, 
threatens to be a superfluity. Pursuing 
our journey, we drive through the ae ae 
town of Rivera, with its green hedges an 
wealth of roses, and come to gg boomer 
This place is evidently not of recent 
growth, as its weatherbeaten buildings and 
general time-worn appearance testify. 

The row ot low one-story shops and 
dwellings on either side the railroad remind 
one forcibly of early Spanish days, before 
Yankee enterprise and thrift had pene- 
trated, to the then wild West. A few mod- 
ern residences bear evidence of late im- 

rovement. A mile or more beyond is the 
Norwalk ostrich farm. After spending 
some time in waiching the big, awkward 
birds moving clumsily about on their 
stilted legs, we turn about and set our faces 
toward the foothills once more, reaching 
the poet’s namesake by another route. 

It is more than evident that Whittier has 
a future. Whether it will be as brilliant as 
her past remains to be seen. The Hotel 
Greenleaf is a handsome building, thor- 
oughly finished inside and out. All) it 
lacks is a proprietor and guests. Its closed 
doors and wide, vacant porches have a pa- 
thetic look. “‘A relic of the ‘busted boom,’ ” 
tragically observes one of our party, as we 
admire the handsome architecture and 
beautifully Jaid-out grounds, meanwhile be- 
wailing its desolation. However, “All 
things come to him who waits,” and the 
people of Whittier can afford to bide their 
time. Four fine brick blocks adorn the 
corners of the principal streets, but their 
plate-glass windows display naught but 
emnvtiness within. 

The pretty park is kept in perfect order, 
and is indeed “‘athing of beauty.” with its 
variety of flowers and bright foliage plants, 


ored blossoms. 
The view from College Hill—at whose 
summit is to be built a Friends’ College—is 
magnificent. Only one that £ have seen— 
that from Redlands, San Bernardino 
county—can compare with it in extent or 
beauty of scenery. As far as the eye can 
reach, over miles and miles of territory, the 
picture unfolds. At our feet stretches the 
reat Los Nietos Valley, which, away back 
n 1795—almost a century ranked as 
the largest and best of the five famous 
ranches thereabouts, then held in private 
possession. But the well-tilled acres, wide 
pasture lands, with their flocks of grazing 
sheep, and heavily-laden orchards and vine- 
yards of the present speak of a prosperity 
and wealth of resource undreamed of in 
those early days. HAZEL.

BANDITS AT WORK. 


“K Railway Train Robbed in 
Mississippi. 


One Passenger Killed—The Outlaws 
Secure $3000. 
Gov. Foraker Now Named as One of 
Harrison’s Cabinet. 


The Opiam Conspiracy Assuming Gigantic Pro- 
portions as the Investication Proceeds— 
Several Persons Killed During an 
Affray Down South.

NEw ORLEANS, Dec, 16.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.; ‘the Picayune’s special 
from Grenada says: Passenger train No. 
2onthe Illinois Central was robbed last 
night one mile northof Duck Hill. At 
10:15, when the train stopped at that place, 
two men boarded the engine and com- 


same time covering him with revolvers. 
One mile north they compelled him to stop. 
The engineer and tireman were marched to 
the express car. One of the robbers 
knocked on the dvor, which was opened by 
the messenger. The robbers entered and 
took @3000, all uhere was in the var, from 
Messenger Hill. 

The firing of pistols before they entered 
the car attracted the attention of Conductor 
Wilkinson, who rushed out, and was im- 
mediately fired upon. He returned to the 
train. Mr. Charles Hughes of Jacksou, 
Tenn., then ran out with a Winchester rifle. 
As he stepped to the ground from the smok- 
ing car, he was fired upon. One shot 
struck him in the left arm, another one 
went through his stomach, inflicting a fatal 
wound. ‘The death of this young man is 
very sad, as he was the only support of his 
widowed mother. 

Nine shots were afterward fired by Con- 
ductor Wilkinson and ‘Traveling Passenger 
Agent Rohan, and four or five by the rob- 
bers, but the latter succeeded in making 
their escape. 

The passengers were greatly veoh 
fearing for the safety of thejr valuables an 
lives. Itis believed that the men were hit 
by the shots fired at them. 

The placeof the robbery was an open 
marsh, 50 yards from the woods, Botlf rob- 
bers ran eastward into the swamp. A posse 
is being organized to join in the chase, and 
bicodhounds have beea secured and will aid 
In trailing thein.

Outline of the Coming Week's Work 
im Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—|By the Asso-

A substitute for the 
measure will probably be offered, ap- 
propriating a buik sum (larger than the 
total carried by the bill) to be expended by 
the Chief Engineer under the direction of 
the Secretary of War upon improvements of 
a national character.

California’s Traveling Exhibit Starts 
for the Kost. 

SAN Francisco, Dec. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| ‘The California exhibition 
car, as arranged by the Board of Trade, left 
at 4 o’clock this evening for the East. The 
exhibition was neat, compact and attract- 
ive. Thirty-four counties were represented 
init. The car contained samples of every 
kind of fruit raised in California, glass jars 
in which were all the grains cf the State, 
specimens of its minerals, bottles of its best 
white and red’ wines, peanuts, walnuts and 
various other nuts grown in California, 
olive oil, raisins and. rca fruit, 
woolen goods, samples of California woods, 
pine cones and other products. 

Joseph McDonald is in charge of the ex- 
hibit as representative of the State Board 
of Trade. No schedule of places where 
the car is to linger have yet been made out, 
but will be before Omaha is reached. The 
car will be away three months. It will go 
to the northeast part of Maine. How far 
south it will go cannot be determined. 

The attention of big cities will not be. 
courted on the trip. The car is not suffi- 
ciently large to be much of a novelty in 
cities like Chicago, which have already 
seen California products in profusion. The 
object of the expedition is to inform 
farmers and inhabitants of the country 
towns of the advantages of the’ Golden 
State. This will be done by stereopticon 
views and talks, and by printed matter as 
wellas by the exhibit. Three times a day 
dispatches will be received in the car, giv- 
ing the state of. the weather and tempera- 
ture in this State, as announced by the sig- 
nal service. These observations will be 
made known at every place the car stops.

Funeral of Cashier Morse—His Mur- 
derer Kecovering. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} At 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing the parlors and corridors of the Stewart 
Hotel were filled with people to witness the 
last rites over the remains of E. H. Morse, 
the bank cashier, shot on Thursday by 
James Oakes. The funeral services were 
under the auspices of San Bernardino Lodge, 
1.0.0.F., assisted by all ranks of the order | 
in this city, and Canton Sherman of River- 
side. The coffin was beautifully decorated, 
with flowers and emblems.

See here,” and Soto turned his blind eye to 
the audience, showed the deep scars on both 
sides of his neck and face, and a nose 
which had been. smashed up and down.

road. Oneof my enemies came along and 
cut me all to pieces. He thought he had 
killed me, but he hadn’t. Indians are 
hard to kill with wounds, but whisky makes 
us die quick. If there had been no whisky 
I wouldn’t have been cut up. 

“IT remember very wel! when gold was 
first found in California. 1t prought all the 
white people here. Lots of them passed 
our village evéry day. Some of them were 
good tous, but many of them robbed us, 
cheated us, killed us and took our women 
away. Our people, before the whites came, 
had lots of gold and pieces of pretty silver. 
We did not know what they were and threw 


and wish 1 had it now; 1’d buy whisky and 
provisions and more horses with it.” 

Referring to the murder case in which he 
was a witness—a full decision, in which the 
circumstances are recounted, as rendered 
by Judge Ross, appeared in last Sunday’s 
TimEsS—Soto said: 

“Yes, he was killed, that Indian doctor, 
for poisoning our chief any many others. 
He was tied and shot. That’sallright. He 
was a bad man, and four of the tribe were 
ordered to kill him.’’ 

When asked who was the richest Indian 
he knew, Soto said that Manuelito, belong- 
ing to another tribe, was the wealthiest in 
California. Manuelito lived near San 
Diego, owneda fine ranch and town lots, 
cattle and horses, and was worth some 
$100,000, Continuing, Soto said: “1’m just 
like a white man. My credit is good at any 
store pear the reservation, and 1 can get 
anything 1 want there. We always pay 
our debts. 

“In 10 years more none of us, the pure- 
bred Indians, will be alive. I shall be dead 
then, for Il have got consumption. What 
the Government will do with the land then 
I don’t know. Perhaps give it to the half- 
breeds.” 

In facial appearance Soto looked, owing 
to the wounds already mentioned, as if he 
had been to the wars and that the wars had 
had much the best of it, but he was exceed- 
ingly good-tempered and apathetic to a de- 
gree. When the stock of questions ran out 
a comparison was made between him and 
some of those present as to build and 
weight. Soto was very deep-chested and 
broad-shouldered and looked, if the expres- 
sion may be used, “‘fat in his clotes.”’ His 
height was about 5 feet 6 inches. By rights 
his weight should have been about 160 or 
165 pounds, but when his body was felt it 
was evident that the bones were small, the 
flesh flaccid and the muscles non est.

Age of Orange Trees. 
[Riverside Tribune. | 

There has been much discussion 
among American horticulturists dur- 
ing the past few years concerning the 
extreme age of orange trees that will 
produce good fruit. There are many 
who have contended that the orange 
tree will not produce fruit after 60 
years of age, and that after half a cen- 
tury of growth they usually wither and 
die. - Several American horticultur- 
ists who have been traveling along the 


trevs over 100 vears old that are still 
producing fruit of excellent quality. 
On the Island of Elba, where Napo- 
leon was banished, there is an orange 
grove of over 200 St. Michael orange 
trees that was planted by an Italian in 
1781, and it produced last year over 
1800 boxes of fruit, but it produced 
four times that quantity 25 years ago. 
There are several orange orchards in 
Southern Italy that are over 70 years 
old and are still productive of large 
quantities of fruit. On the Island of 
Malta the American horticulturists 
found one orange tree that there can 
be no doubt is 142 years old and that 
yielded seven boxes of fruit last year. 
It is even alleged that 1n Azusa there 
are orange and lemon trees over 200 
years old that still bear fruit, but there 
is no real authority for the allegation.

a Sensible 
Writer—The Charms of Home- 
making—The Sunshine of Home— 
The Independence and Dignity of 
Housekeeping. 


I should feel that I was adrift in the 
world if I were compelled to board. I 
tried it for years in my early married 
life, and though it was board in a pri- 
vate family, I grew most heartily tired 
of it.

Maryland Roast Oysters.—Select large 


- oysters, in their shells, and scrub them 


clean. Fill an iron panwith them; set 
it over a bed of hot coals until the 
oysters open their shells. Have ready 
another clean and smaller pan over the 
range; put into this pan a good-sized 
piece of butter, a little salt and pepper, 
and some vinegar. Drop the oysters 
into this as opened from the other pan 
with an oyster knife, and serve them 
in the second pan, steaming hot. A 
regular oyster party knows no scruples 
about its table service. 
The “pickings” of roast turkey, duck 
or chicken may be chopped fine, and 


when covered with salad dressing make 
a very pleasant side dish for dinner. 


Moths may be killed, if under the 
carpet, by wringing a coarse towel 
tightly from clean water, spreading it 
upon the suspected parts and ironing 
with a very hot iron. ; 

ink stains may be removed from car- 
pets by rubbing them with skim milk 
until they are almost effaced and then 
washing them with a cloth wrung out 
of boiling water without soap. 

Boil fish in salt water. A good way 
is to wrap the fishin a napkin.  Sal- 
mon and all dark-flesh fish require 
more cooking than lighter flesh fish. 
Salmon requires 10 minutes to the 
pound, while cod only requires three 
minutes. 

Soak a ham 12 hours before boiling 
it. Then let it cool half an hour in 
the liquor in which it has cooked. The 
next day ‘remove the skin and put the 
ham, covered with bread crumbs, in 
the oven a half hour betore dinner. It 
is a most delicious dish. 

A good relish for supper may be 
made in this fashion: Put chipped 
beef, smoked or dried, ina frying-pan 
with cold waier, and let it boil. Then 
thicken it with flour to the consistency 
of gravy, and add pepper and butter. 
This makes a delicious dish, and uses. 
up the remnants of dried beef at the 
sume time. 

The Nursery Toilet.—The , habit of 
wetiing childrens’ hair or using a wet 
brush in dressing their hair should be 
avoided. Water constantly evaporat- 


ing from the surface affects ‘the na- 


tura! circulation, the color and oil of 
the hair. It should be used on the 
scalp only, to cleanse it, or at fixed 
times to wash the hair, and this pref- 
erably at night, when the head can 
well be covered up to avoid catching 
eold. The use of hot water instead of 
cold for cleansing the scalp and hair 
may be recommended. Hot wateris a 
stimulant, and shonld give the hair a

G. RAMILTON G. BORN A 
SLAVE—HIS LIFE 


Oook, Servant, Scholar and Scoun- 
drel—Ne Proves to Be an Old Ex- 
convict—His Buried ‘Letters and 
Papers in Los Angeles. 


The following singular history of Dr. G 
Hamilton G., alias Smoothy No.2, appeared 
in the Chronicle of last Friday: 

“Dr.” G. Hamilton Griflin, the confidence 
operator and all-round sharper, whorecently 
met his Waterloo at Victoria, Bb. C.. where 
he was sentenced to along term of penal 
servitude for writing threatening letters in 
Greek and Spanish to Hon, Robert Duns- 
muir. a Victoria statesman, has had a re- 
markable career, which has been anearthed 
by Detective J. H. Mahoney, to whose skill 
is due the scoundrel’s downfall. Griffin 
was the son of a French planter and a 
negress, and was born on the island of 
liayti about fifty years ago. He was chris- 
tened Jean Baptiste le Blanc. Several lan- 

vuages being spoken on the isiand of his 
virth, he soon became a fairly accomplished 
lincuist, and also mastered the mysteries of 
the culinary art, which knowledge stood 
him in good stead when upon arriving 
at manhvood’s estate he embarked - as 
cook upon a French vessel bound for! 
England. In London he worked for three 
years in a newspaper office as ofice boy and 
pee and then migrated to l’aris, where 
1@ became the valet of Gustavus Griffin, M, 
D., B.A., who was a prominent member of 
the French Academy. During the next 
half dozen years Le Blane accompanied his 
master through the Holy Land, but they 
finally came to anchor at Athens, where 
three years more were spent. Le Blane, 
being an observant fellow, managed to pick 
up many of the forms of good society while 
in Dr. Griffin’s service, and his contact 
with London journalists had so improved 
his education that he found no difficulty in 
getting published some letters descriptive 
of his travels which he signed “Cosmos.” 

Leaving Dr. Griffin’s service, Jean Bap- 
tiste le Blane returned to London, bat did 
not linger long, as he soon bobbed up 
serenely at New Orleans, where his aecom- 
plished manners dazzled genteel colored so- 
ciety to such an extent that a couple of wo- 
men settled the superiorityof their respective 
claims to his exclusive companionship by re- 
sorting to the code dnelio, When one pune- 
tured the other with a pitchiork so badly 
that she became a cold, clammy corpse. 
Le Blanc worked his iniluence with 
the New Orleans negroes 
cessfully that he organized and be- 
came president of the “Colored Peoples’ 
Bank,” acohcern with a paid-up capital— 
on paper—of $300,000, The bank prospered 
and bid fair to become a permanent institu- 
tion, but one day the president was found 
to have departed into the whichness of the 
whenee, and with him about.2100,000 of the 
bank’s funds. Of course the bank went 
under, and Jean Baptiste le Blane was 
never more seen in.New Orleans, In 1875 
no card-plate in fashionable New York 
society was considered to have reached the 
top of ultra exclusiveness unless it had 
borne upon it the neat copperplate printed 
pasteboard of “Dr. Gustavus Griffin, B.A.” 

The usurper of the Doctor's name and 
title was none other than the ex-president 
of the Colored People’s Bank, his pockets 
lined with coin and his apartments in the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, the most luxurious in 
town. He cut a wide swath in New York 
society, spent money like a Monte Cristo 
and dazzled the metropolis like a meteor, 
until at the end of a twelve-month a Broad- 
way bank declined to honor his checks, and 
the ex-slave disappeared, leaving map 
creditors to write “Requiescat in pace” 
above his dead accounts. Le Blanc, still po- 
sing as Dr. Griffin, next appeared in 1877 at 
Niagara Fails, where he assumed the role 
ofan invalid, sported a colored servant, 
rentec a cottage and was received as an 
honored guest at the sumptuous fetes given 
in the palaces of millionaire hackmen. He 
ran up bills to the tune of thousands of dol- 
lars, and one day. soon after his creditors 
began to become importunate for their 
money he told his valetto keep house for 
awhile, as he was going out for a walk. 

For all the valet knows Le Blane may be 
walking yet, as history has failed to record 
his return to Niagara Falis. The law’s 
sleuthhounds, bowever, know that he 
crossed the river to St. Catherine’s, from 
where he went to old Quebee, where he 
hovered until a Danish lady of wealth be- 
came smitten with his charms and captured 
him in the matrimonial net. The bride 
lived a year, at the end of which time Le 
Biane followed her to her toimb and then 
migrated to Montreal, where he practicea 
medicine ina luxurious office, on the door 
of which wasa glittering brass plate which 


told the passerby that “G, Ham- 
ilton Griffin, M. . M. A...” was to 
be found withia, Le Blane was ap- 


pointed assistant Hea!lth Officer and became 
a figure in good society until his old habit 
of not paying his debts came to the surface 
again. One day ap indignant creditor, who 
had skirmished tong for his money, without 
success, called Le Blane a * negro,” 
whereupon the latter broke a pitcher over 
the other's head, for which bit of playful- 
ness he was consigned to a dungeon for two 
mouths and muicted in the sum of $200, 
When liberated he ¢ngineered a swindling 
transaction, and being caught, was again 
Sent to jail, this time for six months, 

Le Blane next showed up in Prinee Ed- 
ward's Island, where he was about to be 
married a second time, when he presented 
to a iocal bank a bogus letter of credit on 
an English bank which was honored. ‘The 
fraud was discovered, however, and the 
swindler would have been prosecuted had 
he not secured some funds somewhere with 
which he reimbursed the bank. The affair 
became noised abroad and stopped the mar- 
riage scheme, Le Blane concluded to emi- 

rate to Ontario, which be cid. He there 
oomed out with oards which represented 
that the bearer was the special correspond- 
entior the Montreal Journa! of Commerce 
Montreal Herald, London Free Press, 
Hamilton Spectator, Berlin News 
L’ Avenir, Paris, and La Critique, 
Paris. On the strength of these 
cards he managed to swindie many dupes, 
he obtained passes over the Grand Trunk 
Jhailway, with the officers of whien road he 
bécame familiar and popular to such an ex- 
tent that he secured notes from a couple or 
them on the understanding that the money 
was to be ina land scheme, and that they 
were to share the profits. Le Blane, how- 
ever, converted the notes into cash, and 
would have escaped with the sack, but his 
partners became aware of his intentions, 
ana forced him to disgorge under threats of 
prosecution. 

After that adventure the bogus doctor took 
the jecture platform, taking for his subjects 
“The Temperance Question” and “The 
Holy Land.” Deserting public life after a 
short career, he marrie@ Miss Nelile Len- 
nox, daughter of a prosperous London 
(Ont.) tailor. The couple went to Victoria, 
B.C.. where they lingered long at’ the 
Windsor Hotel, spending the tailor’s coin. 
From Victoria they came to San Francisco, 
Where they stopped at the Hotel Melville 
for several weeks, until ejected by the pro- 
prietor ior non-payment of bills, the land- 
lord consenting to release their baggage 
after the “Dr.” had pleaded the poverty act 
ou his bended knees and with tears stream- 
ing from his eves. The iandlord did not 
draw much consolation trom the fact that 
be discovered, several Weeks Tater, that the 
Diik bad 8000 in a joeal bank. Early in 
18ST the couple went to Los A ngeles, where 
Le Biane, trfPeling as Dr. Grifin, set up in 
the smoke-bal! business.
